IN ‘WINDFALL TAX’ SUIT. 


U. S. Judge in Indianapolis Orders 
Trial of Packer’s Action 
to Bar Collection, 

By the Associated Press. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 30.— 
Judge Robert C. Baltzell of the 
United States District Court today 
rejected the Government’s motion 
to dismiss the injunction suit 
brought by Kingan & Co. to pre- 
vent collection of the “windfall 
tax” imposed by Congress on re- 
funds made after invalidation of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 

Kingan & Co., a packing con- 
cern, paid $2,500,000 in processing 
taxes under the AAA. Under the 
so-called “windfall tax” the com- 


pany could be required to return up | 


to 80 per cent of the refunded tax. 
The date for a hearing on the in- 
junction suit was not set. 

The Government contended the 
tax must be paid and then action 
might be brought for a refund. At- 
torneys for the packing company 
yeontended there was some doubt 
whether it had an adequate remedy 
in law in event it paid the taxes.

Abandons Auto, But Com- | 


pels Raymond Wuerz to 
Drive Him Away in Car 
Victims Identify Him. 


A robber who fled laat night 
without his automobile after hold- 
ing up a drug store at 4905 Mack- 
lind-avenue, and then forced a man 


in the neighborhood to leave his 
home and drive him away, was ar- 
rested on the street when detec- 
tives recognized him from descrip- 
tions furnished by his victims and 
by the wife of the man who was 
ucted. 
The prisoner, whose shuffling 
gait led the detectives to scrutinize 
him carefully when they saw him 
at Manchester and Forest avenues 
shortly after he had released his 
involuntary chauffeur, Raymond 
Wuerz. near that point, said he 
was Joseph Prince, 1396 Union 
boulevard. He is 23 years old, 
twice convicted of robbery charges.

He ordered 
Hannebaum to take the money 
from the cash register, $50, and 
place it in a sack. He took the 
sack and forced the two men into 
the basement, 

The men hurried down the base- 
ment stairs, left the building by a 
side door and came to the front 
just as the robber made a leisurely 
departure. Their reappearance 
startied him and he fled south in 
Macklind to an alley and disap- 
peared in the darkness. He left 
the automobile in which he had 
arrived at the drug store, parked at 
the curb. 

A few minutes later a man shuf- 
fled across the lawn at 5635 Walsh 
street, the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wuerz. She was waiting on the 
porch while her husband locked his 
automobile, 

“You've got a lot of nerve,” she 
called to the trespasser. He turned 


quiet.” Turning to Wuerz, he or- 
dered him in the automobile, took 
a seat beside him and told him to 
“get going.” 

Wuerz was held 
nearly an hour, forced 
through Webster Groves to Kirk- 
wood, back through Maplewood, 
over Southwest avenue to Ecoff 
avenue. The robber alighted at 
Balson avenue, telling Wuerz to go 
on home. 

By this time police in scout cars 
had received the robber’s descrip- 
tion by radio-—“about 6 feet: 155 to 
165; light khaki trousers; dark 
sweater or lumber jacket; walks 
with a slow shuffling gait.”

‘Former Federal Prosecutor 
Succumbs to Pneumonia— 
56 Years Old. 


Funeral services for Vance J. 
Higgs, attorney and former Federal 
prosecutor, who died last night of 
pneumonia at Missouri Baptist Hos- 
pital, will be held at 8:30 a. m, Fri- 
day at the Donnelly mortuary, 3840 
Lindell boulevard, followed by re- 
quiem mass at St. Leo's Catholic 
Church, Twenty-third and Mullan- 
phy street, at 9 a. m. Interment 
will be in Calvary Cemetery. 

Mr. Higgs, who was 56 years old, 
came to St. Louis in 1913 as assist- 
ant to the late Arthur lL. Oliver, 
then United States Attorney. At 
the time of his appointment he was 
a practicing lawyer in Caruthers- 
ville, active in Democratic politics 
in Southeast Missouri. : 

In 1917 he was appointed special 
Assistant United States Attorney- 
General and was associated with 
Charles P. Williams, also an assist- 
ant Attorney-General, now chair- 
man of the Election Board, in pros- 
ecution of espionage and other 
cases growing out of the World 
War. After the war he was in 
charge of prohibition and anti-nar- 
cotic law prosecutions. 

Leaving the Federal service in 
1921 he became a member of the 
law firm of Igoe, Carroll & Higgs, 
his associates being William L. 
Igoe, now president fo the Board 
of Police Commissioners, and 
James E. Carroll, former United 
States Attorney. 

While not standing for election 
to public office, he continued his 
activity in Democratic politics, cam- 
paigned for Alfred E. Smith in the 
1928 presidential campaign, and 
was one of the leaders in the or- 
ganization of Francis M. Wilson, 
who died after he had been nom- 
inated for Governor on the Demo- 
cratic ticket in 1932. 

He became ill about 10 days ago. 
Last Friday he was baptised in the 
Roman Catholic Church. Surviving 
are his wife, with whom he resided 
in Picardy lane, Ladue Village; 
four sons, James H., Norman M., 
Vance Jr. and John Woodward, and 
two daughters, Miss Mary Jane and 
Miss Frances Higgs.

Announcement ‘Does Not Say 
Whether He Is Prince Who 
Made Pact With Alfonso,

RABAT, French Morocco, Sept. 
30.—The rebel radio at Seville an- 
/nounced yesterday “Don Carlos of 
Bourbon” had been killed fighting 
on the. Bilbao front, in Northern 
Spain.

The body of a man shot and 
killed early yesterday by Ear! Wall, 
Venice tavern proprietor, when, 
Wall said, he discovered the man 
trying to break into the ‘tavern 
through a window, was identified 
last night as that of Pearl Mans- 
field, 34-year-old painting and pa- 
_per-hanging contractor, 2408 Shir- 


At the Mansfield home a com- 
fortable eight-room frame house, 
the dead man’s wife told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
she believed her husband innocent 
of any attempt at burglary, that 
he had always been respectable. 
“There was absolutely no reason 
for him to rob,” she said. “There 
was no financial reason—business 
was good and he had been working 
all summer. He had no_ family 


Often Went Out at Night. 


He often went out at night, tell- 
ing her he was going to work but 
not giving other details, she said. 
He left Monday night at 7:30 
o'clock, explaining only that he 
“was going out on business.” Al- 
though he gave her his wallet, 
there was nothing unusual about 
that, as he was afraid of being held 
up, she said. She said that the 
tools found on him were used in his 
business. 

Venice police, however, said they 
believed Wall's story. Wall said 
he was asleep in the back room 
of the tavern when he was awak- 
ened by a noise at the window. He 
waited 10 minutes while the scrap- 
ing sound continued, then took his 
_single barrel shotgun and went out- 
'side. There was a tall picket fence 
| between him and the window and 
he saw a man behind it. Wall 
called on him to surrender. The 
| man, Wall related, ducked behind 
| the fence and when the tavern 
| keeper followed, hid behind an ice- 
box. Wall called, “Come out or 
Tl kill you,” he said, and the man 
| rushed out and grabbed the gun 
| barrel. Wall fired and the charge 
struck the man under the heart. 
| Putty Scratched Off Window. 

Police found all the putty had 
been scraped off the edges of two 
window panes. An open pocket 
knife was found by Wall on the 
ground nearby. In Mansfield’s pock- 
et at the Parker undertaking estab- 
lishment in Venice, the coroner 
found a flashlight with a heavy 
black cloth shield over the lens, 
pierced with a small hole and held 
by rubber bands, a pair of rubber 
gloves, a screw-driver, an ice pick 
and two bits. A brace was found 
by the icebox. In Mansfield’s car, 
an old two-door sedan, parked near 
the tavern, police found a pinch- 
bar. 

The Mansfields had been married 
10 years and had a nine-year-old 
son. 

It was the second time within 
five months that Wall killed a sus- 
pected burglar. Last May he shot 
and killed Sonny Dodson, a Negro, 
whom he found trying to break in 
the same window. Six weeks ago 
he fired several shots at another 
man who attempted to break in.

Industry and commerce in the | 
Eighth Federal District during 
August and the first half of this 
month continued to manifest an 


improvement first noted last fall 

according to the monthly review is- 

sued today by the Federal Reserve 

Bank of St. Louis. 

The usual seasonal slump in in- 
dustrial production, was not noted, 
and there were heavier commodity , 
purchases by merchants and con-| 
sumers, rising prices of raw mate- | 
rials, and sustained activity, in the 
building industry, the report said. 

Other factors noted in the re-| 
port included increased business of | 
railroads, automobile and machin- 
ery manufacturers, textile mills, 
and increased production of mines. | 
The best gains in several years 
were reported by iron and steel | 
manufacturers, and handlers of 
steel, lumber, glass, cement and 
other building materials. ) 

All wholesaling and jobbing lines | 
investigated by the bank, with the | 
exception of boots and shoes and 
electrical supplies, showed increased | 
activity. While automobile retail | 
gales decreased seasonally in Au- | 
gust from those in July they re- 
corded a 3 per cent gain over those 
of August, 1935. Industrial users | 
consumed more electrical power 
and building permits for new con- 
struction in August were largely. in 
excess of the previous month and 
a year earlier, Bituminous coal 
production attained the highest to- | 
tal for the month in recent years. | 
Employment as a whole’ showed | 
slightly greater than the usual sea- 
sonal increase. | 

Department store dollar-value 
sales in principal cities were up 
5.1 from July and 2.7 over the 
previous August while the total vol- 
ume of retail business for the first 
eight months of the year was 9.2 
per cent greater than a similar pe- | 
riod in 1935. | 

Combined sales of wholesale and | 
jobbing firms were 6.8 greater in | 
August than the preceding month | 
and showed a 14.5 increase over 
those of a year earlier. The total | 
for the first eight months showed 
a 3 per cent increase. 

The dollar value of construction 
contracts let in this district last 
month was a third less than in 
July but 45.7 greater than in Au- 
gust a year ago, while the total for 
the first eight months was greater | 
by 95.9 per cent than for the cor- | 
responding period in 1935. | 

An unusually early cotton move: | 
ment and heavy loading of coal 
were reported as factors in freight- | 
traffic improvement. Passenger | 
travel increased also. 

Effect of Drouth. 

Low water on the Mississippi | 
River adversely affected the Fed- 
eral Barge Lines, which showed a 
tonnage decrease last month of 2.7 
per cent under July and 4.9 per cent 
under Aug., 1935. 

Crop prospects, affected by the 
drouth, sustained further deteriora- 
tion in August and September, espe- 
cially cotton, corn, tobacco, forage- 
crops, and certain fruits and vege- 
tables. Pasturage conditions were 
reported on Sept. 1, by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as the lowest 
on record for that date 

Continued drouth in August 
lopped 500,000 bales from the esti- 
mated cotton crop yield. The corn 
crop will be one eof the smallest | 
In recent years while milk and egg 
production has decreased, reflect- 
Ing poor pasturage. Farm product 
prices, however, continued at high 
levels, . |

Detailed Survey. 

The detailed survey for the last 
30 days included: 

Clothing: Sales in August were 
double those in July and 22 per cent 
greater than August, 1935. Inven- | 
tories decreased 11 per cent between 
Aug. 1 and Sept. 1, when they were 
14.5 larger than they were a year 
earlier, Light weight clothing con- 
stituted the bulk of the sales. 

Electrical supplies: The best Au- 
gust since 1929 with sales exceeding | 
those of the corresponding period 
® year earlier for the fourteenth | 
consecutive month. Sales volume 
was the highest since 1930 for the 
first eight months of the years. | 

Groceries: Advance orders for 
canned goods and other preserved 
foods were the highest for several 
years, reflecting a shortage of fresh 
foods because of the drouth. 

Transportation: The St. Louis 
‘Terminal Railway Association, 
which handies traffic on 28 con- 
necting lines, interchanged 91,507 | 
loads in August as against 93,659 | 
in July and 76,439 loads in August, 
1935. Passenger traffic was up 19 
per cent in tickets sold and 225 
per cent in revenue as compared 
with August, 1935. 

During the four-week period end. 
ing Sept. 16, total loans and invest- 
ments of reporting member banks 
im the principal cities increased 2.5 
to a new high for the year and toa 
point 128 per cent over those of 
the corresponding date in 1935. The

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 30.—Ex- 
aminer Edwin 8S. Smith of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
closed the hearing yesterday on the 
American Newspaper Guild’s com- 
plaint against William Randolph 
Hearst’s Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

Examiner Smith said there would 
be no decision for a month. He 
reserved a ruling on a Hearst mo- 
tion to be dismissed as respond- 
ents to the Guild’s complaint of 
violation of the Federal Labor Re- 
lations Act. He gave Edward G. 
Woods, chief of Hearst counsel, two 
weeks after receiving a brief from 
Robert Watts, associate general 
counsel for the Labor Board, or a 
notice from Watts that he would 
not submit one, to submit his brief. 

The Guild, which called a strike 
that forced the newspaper to sus- 
pend publication Aug. 13, says the 
Post-Intelligencer fired two men— 
Philip Everhardt Armstrong and 
Frank M. Lynch—for Guild activi- 
ties; the newspaper says the men 
were discharged for insubordina- 
‘tion and incompetence. 

Watts used only one rebuttal wit- 
‘ness, Jack Heise, photographer and 
magazine writer, who resigned from 
the Post-Intelligencer to rejoin the 
'staff of the Seattle Star shortly be- 
‘fore the Guild walked out.

Dinner With Lamb Terrapin

Veal Consormme 
Lamb Terrapin

Veal Consomme. 

Place a three-pound end shank 
of veal in an iron skillet and brown 
on all sides, then put in the soup 
kettle and cover with four quarts 
of water. Let slowly come to a 
boil. Add one large sliced onion, 
several pieces of celery, one bay 
leaf, one cup of tomato juice and 
a few cut up carrots. Simmer slow- 
ly from four to five hours. Re- 
move the meat and vegetables, cool 
and skim. Reheat, adding salt and 
pepper to taste. Just before serv- 
ing add one-fourth cup of chopped 
chives. 

Cut rather stale bread very thin 
and then cut in thin slivers and 
toast very dry.

ing his horse was as good as he?” 
Or that other Governor, originally 
a shoemaker in Columbia, who d 
a wooden leg”? And the one who, bBe- 
ing a Southern sympathizer at the 
outbreak of the Civil War fled to 
Arkansas taking the State Seal with 
him? This was the same Govern- 
or who married three sisters in suc- 
cession. They were the Sappington 
sisters, daughter of the widely 
known Dr. John Sappington of “Fox 
Castle,” his country home in Saline 
County. He is noted as the man 
who introduced quinine for the 
treatment of malaria into this coun- 
try, also blue grass into Missouri, 
carrying a bag and scattering seed 
on his long rides in his practice. 
His daughters seem to have had a 
peculiar attraction for Governors. 
One married Gov. Meredith M. Mar- 
maduke, was the mother of another 
Governor, John Sappington Marma- 
duke, and the grandmother of 
Lalla Marmaduke, who was mis- 
tress of the Mansion for her uncle 


1821 TO 1936. 


John, and married Arthur Nelson 
whose son was a Democratic nomi- 
nee for Governor. Three others 
married Gov. Claiborne F. Jackson 
and they were all nieces of Gov. 
John Breathitt of Kentucky. 

It is something of a shock to 
us forgetful of our history to 
learn that two Governors com- 
mitted suicide, one while in of- 
fice; saddening to read of the 
Governor's wife who buried eight 
of her children before coming 
childless to the mansion and her- 
self died on the eve of a New 
Year’s military ball, her funeral 
held amid the decorations for the 
canceled event. This was Mrs. 
Dockery.

T is amusing to read of the flap- 
| per hostess, a 19-year-old girl, 

brought out from New York by 
her batchelor uncle, the gay calico- 
pony-riding Gov.

sion are without sidewalks—mere- 
ly washed-out gullies. The man- 
sion, as they call it, is without any 
conveniences. The neglected yard 
is partly atoned for by two gal- 
leries of exquisitely choice plants.” 

Another Governor, Abraham J. 
Miller, was a bachelor, had no of- 
ficial hostess and seems to have got 
along very well without one, having 
served two terms, longer than any 
other, 1826-32. His administration 
was sociable, too, according to Maj. 
J. S. Rollins of Columbia, who rem- 
iniscing years later at a banquet 
told of a visit to Gov. Miller. “He 
resided in two rooms in the Capitol 
Building where he dispensed a gen- 
ial hospitality.” At that period 
both houses of the Assembly met 
under one roof and the official fam- 
ily dwelt in other rooms in the 
same building. 

This was so until B. Gratz 
Brown came along with his large 
family amd social inclinations and 
got busy effecting the passage of a 
bill appropriating $50,000 for the 
erection of the present mansion. It 
is enlightening of the gay but sim- 
ple spirit of the times to read of 
croquet tournaments on the lawn 
with Frances McClurg, hostess for 
her father, 1869-1871, a belle with 
many suitors and the champion 
croquet player. 

There is a modern touch, it 
must be admitted, in the fact 
that the small daughter of Gov. 
Crittenden was threatened with 
kidnaping if State troops were not 
ealled off the hunt for the James 
Boys. 

In Civil War time and the Recon-

struction period Governors’ wives 
had much to contend with, but one, 
Mrs. John S. Phelps, was voted by 
Congress a reward of $20,000 for 
having rescued Gen. Lyon's body 
after the battle of Wilson Creek. 
One reads how before the war 
Mrs. John S. Livingston, sister-in- 
law and hostess for Gov. John C. 


Livingston came from Raleigh, N. 
C.. in a caravan of carriages and 
covered wagons transporting house- 
hold furniture and more than 100 
slaves. After which there was 
plenty of servants at the mansion. 
And that the widow of Gov. Dan- 
jel Dunklin claimed as her dower 
right in his estate $1575 worth of

slaves valued at from $150 to $450 
each, a “female and child, $400.” 
Not all these spicy or pathetic or 
dramatic items are treated as such 
in the discreet and reverent ac- 
counts of the present historians. 
You have to dig through a maze 
of chronological data, vital statis- 
tics and genealogy to discover them. 
But other First Ladies still living, 
and descendants or close associates 
of some now dead, have contribut- 
ed their reminiscences and some of 
them are quite sprightly. Especial- 
ly those of Mrs. Fred Gardner, who 
spent “the happiest, most eventful 
years” of her charm-filled life in 
Jefferson City. Those of Mrs. 
Joseph W. Folk, wife of the ‘young- 
est Governor” in a changeful era

when the first activity of women 
in politics is noted, the rival cam- 
paign headquarters set up in sepa- 
rate hotels by Mrs. Thomas K. 
Niedringhaus and Mrs. R. C. Ker- 
ens electioneering with social tac- 
tics on behalf of their respective 
husbands’ candidacy for VU. S. Sen- 
ator. And the recollections of Mrs. 
Curtis Betts, one of the young girls 
Mrs. Lon V. Stephens was fond of 
having about her. She makes the 
Stephens regime .seem a merry 
whirl, one never surpassed for lav- 
ish entertaining. And particularly 
the chapter by Mrs. Hadley, now 
Mrs. Henry J. Haskell of Kansas 
City. She was a newspaper woman 
before her first marriage and can 
be trusted to separate the pictur- 
esque from the humdrum. Homely 
touches she probably would not 
have confided while preserving the 
decorum and amenities of official 
position, she now writes with a free 
hand. Like the time her children 
were all home with poison ivy and 
Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt gave her a 
prescription—‘“just common yellow 
soap used at once and applied 
thickly.” And how at the inaugu- 
ral reception when her long white 
gloves got torn in handshaking, 
she took them off and after a while 
her hands dripped blood down the 
front panel of her white satin dress. 
“I learned afterward there is a 
trick in shaking hands,” she ad- 
vises other First Ladies. “Grip 
quickly and first the hand offered 
you. If you learn how you can 
shake hands with any number of 
people.” 

Mrs. Leslie Dand of St. Louis, 
youngest of Gratz Brown’s eight 
children, born after her father’s ad- 
ministration, visited Mrs. Park and 
supplied amusing family anecdotes 
handed down to her. One concerns 
her eldest brother,who, given a tool 
chest by his father, tried his new 
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saw on the dining room chairs. At & 
State banquet chairs with uneven 
legs pitched the guests beneath the 
table. Another has Gov. Brown walk- 
ing with Senator John B. Hender- 
son. “Impelled by some mental im- 
pulse, the Governor turned and 
looked back at the mansion and 
was horrified to see his young chil- 
dren running like mad around the 
edge of the roof. The iron grill 
work which still adorns the old- 
fashioned mansard roof, was new 
and strong and provided some safe- 
ty, but turning to the Senator the 
Governor said, ‘You go on to the 
Senate, while I go back and spank 
the children.’ ” 


Indeed, the young Browns at that 
early date set several more prece- 
dents for enjoying life that proba- 
bly have been cited in vain by suc- 
ceeding mansion children. 


OTS of gay scenes the old walls 
[nave looked down upon, some 
sad ones, some memorable and 
some remarkable costumes described 
in contemporaneous newspaper re- 
ports of big functions, and evident 
in the portraits with which the book 
is copiously illustrated. The inaug 
ural ball with its invariable crush 
always raises the anxious question, 
“Will the grand stairway stand the 
strain?” This same question agitat- 
ed guests at the first reception, 
with mobs of people curious to see 
the inside of the new mansion, and 
more curious to get up to the top 
floor to see if not to partake of a 
“pyramid of spitted snipe’ on the 
banquet table there. The Grand 
Duke Alexis in the receiving line 
seems to have been a minor attrac- 
tion. People trembled as they do 
now at the press on the winding 
stairway, with its invisible supports. 
There have been births and 
deaths and romances and weddings, 
the latter chronicled with elabora- 
tion. That of the first bride, Elien 
Woodson, niece of Gov. Silas Wood- 
son, reads like a story book. One 
of the most poignant episodes re- 
lates not to the present mansion, 
but its predecessor, and the collapse 
of the bridge over the Gasconade 
River, Nov. 1, 1855, during the Ster 
ling Price administration. The first 
train run.that far on the Missouri 
Pacific bearing the most prominent 
citizens of St. Louis and Jefferson 
City, was precipitated into the 
river, with death to many and ine 
jury to more. The town was all dete 
orated and everybody in gala ate 
tire for the epoch-making event, 
Friends of Mrs. Price were gathe 
ered to serve a feast in the man 
sion. Many had never seen a train 
and all were impressed with the 
significance of the coming of the 
railroad 
There was no telegraph, it seems. 
No news of the catastrophe was re- 
ceived. People waited, then returned 
home, hearts heavy with uncertain- 
ty, realizing something dreadful had 
happened. The celebration never 
was held. Instead, funeral carts be 
gan arriving next day.
